llow to Ciet Rid of Iliisbantls. 

Nkw York, May 11. — A cable special 
from London of the 10th aaya:— .\long 
with plenty of tr.igedy there were many 
farcical epi-todoa in the e.'tatnination to- 
day in the Birmingham Police Court of 
John Daly, Jainea Egan and Wil-- 
liam McDonnell, on 'charges of treasoii 
and felony. The moat amusing witnes.s 
was Sergeant Orson of the Birmingham 
police, who quaintly described an Irish 
meeting at IJirniinghain on the Soth of 
last February, which ho attended in plain 
clothoa. Egan and others nnido piisaioii- 
ats speeches, advocating assassination and 
the use of dynamite in destroying public 
buildings, and Egan was especially vigor 
ous in his denunciation of the "tame 
loatlorahip" of ParnoU. Turning around 
upon the platform he grasped Daly's hand 
and exclaimed : "Wowillmiiko ynii the 
next leader of Ireland's party!" On cross- 
examination counsel for the defense asked 
if he were correct that it was proposed to 
have Egan contest the borough of Birm- 
ingham against Lord Randjiph Churchill 
and the reply of witness that he believed 
that was the programme coHvulaed the 
court with laughter. The evidence showed 
tiiat the police had examined and cross- 
examined each of the three prisonors pri- 
vately with the view of extracting dam- 
aging evidence from them against one an- 
other, and general surprise ia expressed 
that the magiatrate did not proiii[}tly re- 
buke the police for audi illegal and in- 
quisitorial proeeediiiiis. 'i'lio result of the j 
u.xainiiiatiou waa that all the priaoneis ; 
rt-ere fully cuuiuiitted for trial and it is be- 
lieved that the ertdence now in poaaession 
of the prosecution will be found aulBcieiil 
for their convioti.jn. The docmnentaiy 
evidence discovered by the police is t eiy 
damaging, and combined with papers and 
explosives found in Kgan'a garden, is suf- | 
ticient to make a good eaao for the Crown, 
independent of oral testimony. The po- i 
lice yet hope to connect both Daly and I 
Egan with the explosion last February in I 
^'ictoria station, but it is said they might I 
consent to use Egan as an informer against I 
Daly in this matter.

Earthquake shocks of various degrees 
of inteiKsity have fre(]uently been felt in 
England and other parts of the United 
Kingdom, In 108!) .uie prevailed through- 
out England, in 1142 one waa felt severely 
at Lincoln, and in 127-1 a sluick destroyed 
the town of (ilastonbnry and was felt in 
all parts of England. On November 14, 
L'liS, Was experienced the moat violent 
shock ever known in England. Parts of 
St. I'aul Cathedral ami of the Temple 
were thrown down on .April 0, lfi80. 
There was a hard shock at Dublin on Oc- 
tober 17, lOUO, and a slight shock at Lon- 
don on February 19, 1750. The north- 
west of England was shako>i on Novem- 
ber 9, 1352, and Cornwall, slightly, on 
October 21, 1850, and again on January 
13, 1800. Throiigliout the central, west 
j and northwest parts of England a shock 
I waa felt in the early morning of October 
I 0, 1803. Bath, Swansea and other placea 
I in the eouthwost uf England and south 
of Wales suffered slightly on October 30, 
I 1808. Mouses were shaken bo aa to break 
windows and crockery in tlie northwest of 
England on the evening of March 17th, 
j 1771, and on March 22, Uvo days later, 
I anotlier shock waa faintly felt in York- 
shire. There weru slight shocks at Inver- 
ary and other places iii tlie weat of Scot- 
I land uii November 27, 1880. l^esides 
these, the great Lisbon earthquake of 
November 1, 1775, and other violent 
I slisniic disturbancua at otiier points, have 
been feU. in the British Tales.

Shock.

The damage caused near Colchester by 
the oarthqiwko on Tuesday is fur greater 
tlian was supposed. Tliu little pariah of 
Abbortoii, aitiuito abiuit three miles from 
Colche3ter,boHrs witness in a considerable 
degree to the intensity of the h:ho(:k which 
aflfeoted the aurfaco of the country. Not 
onlyjwero'qhlnrttteys thrown down in all 
direcJlonsl'bufc' houses were unroofed and 
gable walls cracked from top to base. The 
Bchoolhouso at Abborton is rendered use- 
less, the rooia having been broken through 
by falling chimneys and by the displace- 
ment of a large portion of the tiles. Ro- 
man Hill, the residence of Mr. Hall, in the 
vicinity of Abborton, has been extensively 
damaged, the foundutions beini; severely 
shaken. At Langenhoo church, a few 
miles further on, the most remarkable 
evidence of the shock are to bo ocun. 
Farmhouses are wrecked, or partially so, 
all along the high road, while Langenhoo 
churgh, an ancient structure of stone built 
in^U]^^,^rttian^ period, is shattered in a 
manner Ifiarwould " scarcely bo credited 
except by personal observation. 'J'ho mas- 
sive tower, surrounded by bnttlements 
conatructod of great blocks of stone, was 
BO shaken that the heavy masonry fell with 
destructive force on to the roof above the 
nave and chancel, utterly destroying the 
roof 'foif a space of ten feet square 
and filling the interior of the edilice 
with a mass of debris. The rector, 
the Rev. i\lr. Parkinson, has al.so 
aulfored severely in the partial demolition 
of his residence, situate about -00 yards 
fromi the church. There were half a doz- 
en chhnney stacks on the house, and these 
have, all been overthrown or twisted on 
their foundations so as to necessitate 
their being removed. The walls have 
been' cracked in every direction. Long 
Ussurcs appe.ir also in the grounds sur- 
rounding tlio house, particularly un tile 
hand-rolled gravel walks. Mr. Park- 
inson says Jie,_felt the shock at'J;20 a. ni. 
in a 8ories"of "undulations occompanied by 
a twisting motion-. The shocks — for there 
wore more than one — lasted for about half 
a minute, the length of time oceupied by 
the ahriok;boing particularly noticed by 
Mr. Parkinson. Fortunately none of tho 
iH^tnatii^-pf Ihe houae^'feuflfared any palpable 
injury, although they were much terrified 
by the alacming uiovaiuent. Several 
farm houscs:in T,ho vroinit'y of the . rectory 
have autl'ered severely by being partially 
unroofed and by tlie gables falling out. 
Altogether the. damage in this parish 
amounts to several' thousand pounds. In 
a southerly direction from LnngHnhiie lies 
Poldon, a much larger parish, and tho 
apectiiclo hero presented - to <the traveller 
from the high road is of an extraordinary 
character. Tt is a literal fact that not a 
single dwelling or building of any descrip- 
tion in Poldon ha.s escaped injury in a 
grQatee ordeas degree. From- the church 
orf-itiJa^hilf Idowu to tho lowest .cottie.r'B 
dwelling, destruction haa been wrought 
on every hand, tho seismatic movement ex- 
erting itself in some cases in the diaplace- 
mentoti'miiaonry and brickwork in the most 
fantastic way . In tlie Blue Lion Inn at 
that place the glassware waa for the most 
part thrown violently from the shelves to 
the ground,' while in tho bar parlour tho 
walls were cracked and ornaments bound- 
ed ofif the dresser to thotloor. The church 
of Peldon. itself , a line structure of tho 
iSth century, is rendered unfit for present 
use, the battlements of the Forman tower 
and tho keep liaving been thrown to tho 
groiihd or into the body of the building 
breaking through tho roof in their descent 
and smashing tlie pews beneath. The 
reaidenoo of i\Ir. Holland, a larue house 
of modern conati action, has been shatter- 
ed from basement to roof, iilmosi beyond 
repair. The walls and Htaircases liuve 
been torn asiindur, and the outer walls 
cracked and splitjn all directions: It is 
a remarkable fact in regard to the effect 
of ihe-shook at Poldon that a similar 
though slighter shock occurred exactly 
two months ago. that occasion sever- 

al of the residents of tho district, Jincli'.d- 
ing Mr. Holland, tho owner of the house 
before named, were roused from their 
slumbers.about half-past-one in the morn- 
ing by a Bubterranean rumbling and an os- 
cillation of tho building. The damage to 
property in this district alone will amount 
to over £0,000. Some if the inhabitants 
have narrated their experiences of the 
earthquake, and each has mentioned the 
particular ''twisting" sens:. tier, of the 
shock. As illustrating the peculiarity of 
the wave in its' effect on buildings, it may 
bo noted that a house in Poldon was mov- 
ed upon its foundation for a space of six 
inches, not laterally, but as if it had been 
takeh'and partially turned round.

In answer to , lodge Curtis, 
witness said in his opini(jn Collins was r(!- 
aisting aoinething at the time of his death, 
'bii^'iRe^id/ninittee'struck out the question 
and answer: I /John P. J(ipkBon, Paris cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald, tes- 
tified that ho met Lieutenant Danen- 
liower at Irkutsk and had a conversation 
with him about the expedition. Lieut. 

- Danenhower there had said to him that it 
seemed to him if the course of the boat 
had been pursued a day longer Uulun 
wplild'havo boon reached a month sooner, 
Noros and Ninderman met, and Deljong 
and his party saved. There could bo no 
doubt, witness said, of this. He had writ- 
ten it in long-hand at DaneiilKJvver's dic-^ 
tation. lie had been told by Nowcomb 

>nd<Burtlctt that Collins had papers on 
his person during the retreat which were 
not' found on his body. Various mem- 
bers of the expedition had commented 
unfavorably to him on delays during tho 
retreat, and had said tliey had caused the 
calamity. Newcoinb and others had 
spoken of tho bad treatment of Collins, 
and said Melville had caused it. Wit- 
ness' letters (o the Herald were written 
chiefly from Danenhower's dictation. 
Witness thought the delay at (looinovia- 
locvo was decidedly too long and (|uite un- 
necessary, and that if Melville had loft 
Gebmbvialocve when he had tho first op- 
portunity the DeLong party would have 
been saved. His opipion was gatliored 
from conversation with the natives and 
from observation. The party, at any rata, 
should have gone in on sleds earlier than 
they did. Melville sidd there were no 
dogs. This was so, witness said, but it 
waa bocauso Melville, by his bad treat- 
ment of the natives, had frightened tiiein, 
;:austng them to send their doga away.
